DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: It appears 
that the following changes are required: 

Page 1 , line 6: Insert -10/762,1 17- after "Application No." 
Page 1 , line 9: Insert -10/762,021- after "Application No." 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claim requires that the front palm piece and the rear shell piece to be formed 
into an integrated sheet. However, claim 1 requires that the rear shell piece is to 
be separately cut and sewn on the front shell piece and the front palm piece. 
This appears contradictory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



5. Claims 1 , 2, 5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Baskin (U.S. 1,378,758). 

Baskin discloses a three fingered glove having a front palm piece 2 comprising a 
front index finger portion 3, a rear index finger portion 6, a front shell end and a 
thumbhole 1 1 wherein the front and rear index finger portions (3, 6) are integrally 
formed. A front shell piece is coupled to the front shell end of the front palm 
piece 2. A rear shell piece (4a, 5a) is separately cut and sewn on the front palm 
piece 2 and the front shell piece wherein the front and rear index finger portions 
are together configured to receive an index finger, and wherein the front and rear 
shell pieces are together configured to receive a middle finger, a third finger and 
a little finger. A thumb piece 16 is coupled to the thumbhole of the palm piece 
and configured to receive the thumb (see figure below). 



With regard to claim 2, it appears that the invention is disclosed above (see 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph rejection above). 

With regard to claim 5, the front shell piece is semi-circular in shape (see figure 
above).

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With regard to claim 9, the invention is disclosed in one or more of the above 
rejected claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 6-8 and 11-13 are allowed. 

7. Claims 3, 4 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Charney 784 discloses a five-fingered glove having separate 
index finger and thumb portions. Wickman '501, Berlin et al. 757 and Baskin '084 and 
"870 disclose various three fingered gloves.
